General Principles

Austin supports legislation that enhances the City's ability to solve problems and improve the quality of
life for our citizens. Austin opposes legislation that reduces the Cltys authority, increases the City’s
costs, or otherwise erodes the City’s ability to govern our own- local affairs. Our aim is to work with other
cities and the Texas Municipal League in a spirit of coIIabora'uon and tearmwork. When their positions
are consistent with Austin’s, we will support the League and other cities in their legislative efforts even if
Austin is not direcily affected. -

The overriding issue during the 81st Leglslature WI" be the state budget. Cities will need to make sure
that cosis or revenue needs are not shifted to city tax payers and residents out of proportion to the
benefits obtained. y .
